The identity of the man who com-, 
mitted suicide on the Northwestern!

mated that on Saturday ev ening fully 
"00 p eop le called at tbe morg ue and 
y esterday close to 500. Of this num ­ 
ber a larg e number were women. 
The remains were interred today 
some time by the county . 
It was 
necessary for the authorities to keep 
the remains until last ev ening , as at 
the ex p iration of three day s, if the 
corp se has not been identified, they are 
buried at the ex p ense of the county . 


An Iron Rod Was Run Into His 
Flank. 


The dray team belong ing to Edward 
J Bremer fell into a cistern near the 
Grand Detour Plow factory this morn­ 
ing and one dorse was badly injured, 
a larg e iron rod running into the ani­ 
mal's flank.

In my work with flowers and plants 
iind trees I have been led naturally to 
analogous problems. 
Man has a l w a ys 
figured In my calculations, and as the 
human species is the highest type of 
life I aould not escape the conclusion 
that as long a s plant life could be con­ 
trolled by human hands mankind might 
likewise be subjected to similar Influ­ 
ences and the race similarly improved. 
I did not go out of the way1 to form 
these deductions. 
They came sharply 
a nd quickly and naturally and are as 
much a pert of my study today as the 
production of rare fruits and flowers. 
If we hope for an Improvement of the 
human » ace we must begin with the 
child, as the child responds more readi­ 
ly to environment than any creature in 
existence. 
The change may come in 
the flrst generation, and it may not. 
It may not show at all for many gen­ 
erations, but patience and constant at- 


that the change wrought in the child 
from the influences without becomes 
constitutional and ingrained. A child 
absorbs ei vironment, 
It is the most 
susceptible thing iu the world to influ­ 
ence, and if that force be applied right­ 
ly and constantly when the child is in 
Its g reatest receptive condition the ef­ 
fect will be pronounced and immediate 
and permanent. 


Surroundings Change Children. 
There is no doubt tha t if a child with 
a vicious temper be placed in an envi­ 
ronment of peace und quiet the temper 
will change, Put a boy born oi gentle 
white parents among Indians, and he 
will grow up like an Indian. L» *t the 
child born of criminal parents have a 
setting of morality and decency, and 
the chances are that be will not grow 
into a criminal, but an upright man. 
Take the girl whose mother is w a y­ 
ward and wanton and change her sur­ 
roundings while she Is still young 
enough to be affected by the forces of 
environment, and she will develop Into 
u virtuous and moral young woman. I 
do not say that heredity will not some­ 
times assert itself to some extent, of 
course. 
When the criminal instinct 
crops out in an individual it might ap­ 
pear as If environment were leveled to 
the ground. But in succeeding genera­ 
tions the effect of constant higher en­ 
vironment will become fixed. 
I 
We in America form a nation with 
the bloods of half the peoples of the 


out the country, nmd that study will 
lead to new knowledge in psychic 
thought. 
The man ot the future ages 
may prove a somewhat different order 
of being from that of the present. He 
may look upon us as we today look up­ 
on our forbears. 
Sometimes I am appalled when I 
read of tbe increase of insanity, sui­ 
cide, murder, the ills of the flesh. Sta ­ 
tistics show many things to make us 
pause, but after all the proper point of 
view is that of the optim ist The time 
will come when insanity will be re­ 
duced, suicides and murders w ill be 
fewer and man will become a being of 
few ills and bodily troubles.

the production of fruits and flowers. 
And when we come to animal life we 
find that the force or influence neces­ 
sary to effect a transformation is very 
slight.. That is why environment plays 
such an important part in the develop­ 
ment of man. 


Environment and heredity. 
In child 
rearing 
environment 
is 
equally essentia l with heredity. Mind 
you, I do not say that heredity is of no 
consequence. It is a great factor and 
often makes environment almost use­ 
less. When the hereditary instincts are 
indelibly Ingrained environment will 
have a hard battle to effect a change 
In the child, but that a change cun be 
wrought by tbe surroundings we all 
know. The particular subject may be 
stubborn against the influences of en­ 
vironment, but repeated application to 
the same modifying forces in succeed­ 
ing generations will accomplish the de­ 
sire*! objects. 
All animal life is sensitive to envi­ 
ronment. 
You can change the oyster 
by gradually changing Its environment, 
and you know the oyster is a very low 
type of life. Take an ox, a horse, a 
dog, a man, and that 
which often 
counts most in the development of 
each is environment. 
Of all uuimate 
things the child is the most sensitive 
Surroundings act upon it as tbe outside 
work acts upon the plate In the cam 
era 
Every possible influence acting 
exteriorly will leave its Impress on the 
child, and the traits which it inherited 
will be overcome to a certain extent, lu 
many ca ses almost t>eing even more 
apparent than heredity. 
The child Is 
like a cut diamond, Its many facets re­ 
ceiving impressions not possible to a 
pebble, with this difference, however, 


worltl within our veins. We are more 
crossed than any other nation iu the 
history of the world. All the necessary 
crossing has been done, and now comes 
the work of elimination, the work of 
refining, until we get an ultimate prod­ 
uct that will be the finest human race 
known. It is no doubt this is the coun­ 
try which will produce that specimen. 
Many years will be consumed before 
the finished work is attained, but it is 
sure to come. 
The characteristics of 
the many peoples thut make up this 
nation will show iu the composite with 
many of the evil characteristics re­ 
moved, and the hmsbed product will be 
the race of (he future.

A municipal hospital car with beds 
and attendant nurses will be run over 
the suburban line from the city to the 
different hospitals on the farm.

Novel Illicit Speed Craft Deviwed by 
French Kna ineer. 
A novel form of high speed boat has 
recently been det ised by a French en­ 
gineer, M de Lambert, which involves 
a radical departure from all previous 
designs of hull, says Harper’s Weekly. 
It is termed a "skating,” or “ superma- 
nuiriue,” boat, for it Is constructed to 
glide along tbe surface of the water 
rather than experience resistance by 
being immersed and pusslng through. 
This is accomplished by means of five 
inclined planes, which are fixed on the 
bottom of the bull and which when the 
boat is at rest are a few inches in tbe 
water. When the engine is started the 
hull is raised, so that the boat runs 
with less resistance on the inclined 
planes, which then rest on a mixture 
of air aud water. 
With a twelve horsepower petroleum 
motor it Is reported tha t a speed of 
fro4 twenty-six to twenty-eight knots 
an hour can be made, a rate not al­ 
wa ys attained by motor boats with 
eighty horsepower engines. The new 
boat is also capable of being handled 
with considerable fa cility and stopped 
readily. 
Tbe attainment of high speed by mo­ 
tor boats which run on the surface of 
the water rather than through it has 
attracted some attention lately, and an 
English high speed boat was built 
where this idea was considered In de­ 
signing tbe bull, but the use of the in­ 
clined planes to diminish the resistance 
as successfully carried out Is quite 
novel and will be tried further.

"When 1 am up In the air sailing in 
my ship I feel ju>t as confident and 
safe as w hen I am w alking on the 
earth,” said A. Boy K nabenshue, the 
y oung Toledo aeronaut, the other m orn­ 
ing as he carefully threuded his ling ers 
arouml the huge silk bag that had 
safely carried him around New York 
city in a llig ht on the previous after­ 
noon. 
"My ship can go into the air In 
any direction unless there is a g ale 
blow ing .” 
That statem ent was proved when the 
« Siring y oung aeronaut sent his airship 
from the vacant lot at Sixty -second 
street and Central Park W est to the 
Flatiron building und back, to the g reat 
astonishm ent of thousands of persons 
who lined tile streets and g azed into 
the air for m ore than an hour, say s the 
New York Globe. 
Scores of persons 
had heard that the ship w as to appear 
shortly after 2 o’clock, and they ob­ 
tained positions from w hich to w atch 
the flight to advantag e. 
K nabenshue’s cftr is so lig ht and 
flim sy of construction that the first 
idea is that it could not sustain a m an's 
w eig ht, 
it does not weig h more than 
fifty pounds, exclusive of the eng ine. 
A structure m ade of the thinnest t>f 
wood is suspended from the g as bag, 
and upon this the y oung inventor trusts 
his life. The skeleton is m ade of spruce 
scantling s, held together by little bolts, 
none of w hich is more than an eig hth 
of an inch thick. 
The fram e is fashioned after the 
shape of a triang le, the extrem e leng th 
o f it being an ellipse, shandy pointed 
ujr the ends. 
Criss crossed from the 
sxantling s at equal distances of about 
a foot are thin steel w ires that hold 
the fram e scantling s in shape and sup­ 
port the eng ine and the man who oper­ 
ates the m achine. 
The m achine when in tiight presents 
a « fascinating uud picturesque appear­ 
ance. 
The hug e gas bag is alm ost 
transparent, and when the sun shines 
on it it has m uch the appearance of the 
sail of a first class y acht at sea. 
Be­ 
low the bag bang s the fram e on which 
the Inventor sits and g uides the ship 
and runs the sm all eng ine which op­ 
erates a propeller at one end. 
T his propeller is the only visible m ov­ 
ing thing on the car. 
The aeronaut Is 
but a speck in the air. and if it was not 
known that there w as a man on the 
fram e it would take the hardest kind 
of persuasion to convince any on« » that 
there was. 
K nabenshue him self is a man 
of 
tw enty -eig ht, 
lit* is thin and strong 
and with nerves of steel. 
H e w eig hs 
but 140 pounds, stands live feet seven 
inches, is of dark com plexion and has 
a clear ey e. 
This spareness of limb 
and flesh m akes him best fitted for the 
task that be has undertaken, for every 
pound of Mesh That he carriers m eans 
u corresponding loss of w eig ht that 
m ust be taken from the streng th of bis 
eng ines or to the structure to which 
he cling s. 
This 140 pounds of K nabenshue is so 
much ballast for his ship. 
If a heavy 
current of air hits his ship unexpected­ 
ly fore, aft or on the side lie must know 
where to stand upon the w eb of scan- 
tllug and w ires. 
He m ust skip about, 
throw ing bis weig ht at the right mo­ 
m ent to the right place and bringing 
his ship to the right ang le of equilibri­ 
um. 
If his judg m ent errs death prob­ 
ably w ill be his fate. 
K nabenshue comes from good stock. 
H is father is now the A m erican consul 
at B elfast, Ireland. 
Knabenshue, Sr., 
w as at oue tim e editor of a Toledo 
new spaper, and it w as there that the 
son achieved his g reatest victories over 
the winds, 
ljike a pilot of the seas, 
Knabenshue knows the currents of the 
air. 
This Is as essential to a proper 
sailing of an airship as it Is to the man 
who holds th*» wheel on the g reatest 
ocean gray hourul.
